V/ho Are the Prohibition Fanatics? 


"Prohibition only says to men: 


'Thou shah not sell.' None of those 
who are commonly branded as fa- 
natics have gone so far as to saj- to 
individuals: 'Thou shalt not drink.' 
The prohibitionists are against the 
traffic. But there are those who go to 
the far extreme o_f saying to men: 
Thou shalt not drink.' and these are 
the simon-p:ire fanatic? of the prohi- 
bition cause. It will be interesting 
to study the species." 


The foregoing is a paragraph from 


a new book on "The Logic of Prohi- 
bition." by Rev. Matt. S. Hughes, the 
prohibition leader of Southern Cali- 
tornia. His graphic -word picture of 
the real prohibition fanatics of the 
present day is interesting- reading: 


"The whirling dervishes of prohi- 


bition fanaticism are the men who 
administer the great railroad systems 
of the United States. 


"They are leagues in advance of 


the narrow and bigoted preachers, 
the third-party voters, the temper- 
ance union women, and ail the other 
cranks who vote to abolish the traf- 
ns. These are only asking that the 


tate forbid the distiller and brewer 
D manufacture and the saloonkeeper 
and bartender to sell. 


"Brt these railroad magnates are 


so fanatical on the subject thai they 
have actually issued'orders to hun~- 
dreds 01 thousands of free American 
citizens_. sa^-ingr that "they must not 
drink intoxicating liquors. 
Indeed. 


these railroad operators are such 
prohibition fanatics that they actu- 
ally discharge their employes if they-- 
arc only seen going into or coming 
out of a saloon, even when off duty. 


"Here we have prohibition in its 


most drastic form. 
These railroad 


fanatics have established a system of 
espionage on many of the roads to 
make sure that their prohibition pro- 
hibits. 


"The Pennsylvania railroad has its 


men thoroughly terrorized. It reports 
that 125.226 observations -were made 
in February of last year to deter- 
mine_ to what extent employes were 
prohibited from 
drinking or fre- 


quenting saloons, and not one man 
was found who disobeyed the rule. 


"Not long ago the "Pittsburgh & 


Lake Erie road discharged 126 men 
:n the enforcement of this rule. And 
•ht-«e fanatical outrages are perpe- 
trated in the name of human safety! 


"O brothers, this is sad! Here "in 


America, the land of the free, hun- 
dreds of thousands of those -who 
have as good right to get drunk as 
any man. are under a fanatical pro- 
hibition that is terrible to contem- 
plate. Level-headed business men at 
the head of the greatest enterprises 
have developed a fanaticism exceed- 
ingly painful to those of broad and 
liberal -mind. 


broken out across the seas. 
The 


great leaders in the continental stru- 
gle all seem possessed of a certain 
fanaticism in this matter. The Czar 
has' earnestly warned 
hio soldiers 


against the use of liquor. The Ger- 
man E<Caiser has issued drastic orders 
against excessive drinking among his 
men. Lord Kitchener sent his British 
iroop-j oversea with an earnest warn- 
ing against the dangers of drink. 


^"Philadelphia is the headquarters 


of oi'.c of the most dangerous prohi- 
bition fanatics. He is known all over 
the country as Connie Mack, the 
manager of 
the Athletic baseball 


team of the American League. 


"He says: 'All the umpires together 


haven't put as many ball players out 
oMhe game as has Old Man Booze.' 


"Anyone can readily understand 


the dangerous character of such 
statements. If the idol of every va- 
cant lot in the country succeeds in 
getting the American boys to believ- 
ing that they cannot succeed in base- 
ball if they drink, it means a great 
industry on which the prosperity of 
the country depends, because 'this 
man Mack last year succeeded in 
winning ar-other pennant. 


"Time would fail us to point out 


the real prohibition fanatics. 
They 


are to be found, in such unexpected 
places. 


"The 
trainers of prize fighters are 


among the worst. They will not allow 
any indulgence to the poor fellows 
they are training for the ring. They 
declare that 
total 
abstsinence is 


necessary to physical condition and 
great endurance. 


'"The trainers of football squads 


have the same perverted notion. 


'"So great 
i<; the contagion of fa- 


naticism when once it gets a foot- 
hold that there are some fanatical 
prohibitionists of the extreme type 
among the saloonkeepers—that is to 
say, 
they will iiot allow their bar- 


tenders to drink. 


"It- is like measles or smallpox, no 


one can tell who will be infected next 
and one of the worst features of the 
whole case lies in the fact that many 
o_f the fanatics do not see_m to rea"- 
lize that they are the victims of the 
dread disease—prohibition. 


"All 
of which is intended to illus- 


trate what was said in the beginning, 
that the real prohibition £ana"tics are 
nor the bigoted preachers, the ignor- 
ant women, the hypocritical reform- 
ers, the cranky third-party voters, or 
even the majorities which forbid the 
manufacture and the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors in many of our States. 


"The 
genuine fanatics are these 


people who. in increasing numbers, 
for various reasons, insist that men 
shall not drink under such penalties 
as they are able to visit upon them. 
The rapid increase in the numbers of 
rhe~r_ fanatics is cause for alarm—in 
certa'n quarters."—The Union Sig- 
nal. 


Fundamental Reason for Suffrage. 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw predicts 


that equal suffrage will win out in 


I New Jersey -when the suffrage amend 
i merit is voted upon on October 19. 
'Dr.^Shaw recently drew attention in 
h.er-iorcibie way to, the fact that suf- 
irage is not a male or female right, 
but a human right. This can not be 
contradicted and establishes in itself 
the absolute justness of the right. 
She said: 


"The lundamental reason for the 


prejudice that the anti-suffrage man 
brings to the discussion of woman 
suffrage to-day is not due to anv de- 
sire on his part to be' unfair to 
women, it is simply that he has fail- 
ed to grasp the fact that women are 
human. Men are usually very fair to 
other men. 


"The average man will say to him- 


self: '"Because I am a human being- I 
have a right to everything which in 
any way benefits me as a human be- 
ing: and the government is under ob- 
ligation to confer upon me such po- 
litical powers as shall enable me to 
control and regulate the conditions 
under which I live and labor." And 
then he looks into the face of his 
brother man and says: 'Whatever is 
tair and just for me is fair and just 
tor him.' The average man is per- 
fectly fair and just in considering 
this problem in regard to other men. 


"It 
is when he is 
considering 


women instead of men that the aver- 
age man forgets the fundamental 
principles of justice, righteousness 
and freedom and begins to talk about 
'my -wife, rny mother, my sister, rny 
daughter." He does not think of 
women as human, but niereiy as re- 
lated to human beings. We are re- 
jiated'to human beings. We would

Dr. Dimm Retire*.. 


After fifty-six years in the active 


ministry, the Rev. Dr. Jonathan R. 
Dunni, pastor of the Shamokin Darn 
Lutheran 
Church 
for 
thirty-one 


years, and virtually the founder of 
Susquehanna University, has retired. 


At the age of 21 yea'rs, Mr. Dimm 


entered Gettysburg Collkge and was 
graduated in 1857. He took charge of 
a classical school in Centre county 
and at the same time studied for the 
ministry. Two years later he was or- 
dained and served hi*, first charge at 
Bloomsburg in 1859. 


He helped start the Bloomsburg 


Literary institute while there, and 
out of it grew the Bloomsburg State 
Xormal School. It was in this school 
that Pastor Dimm prepared for col- 
lege, the Rev. Dr. D. J. Wheller, who 
is now principal of the Bloomsburg 
State Normal School. 


His most important work as an 


educator was wrought in the mis- 
sionary 
institute 
at 
Selinsgrove. 


Here was an institution belonging to 
the Lutheran Church consisting of 
t building and grounds worth about 
$25,000. it had a theological and lit— 
erary department with only forty- 
three students. It was 24 years ofd, 
had become a forlorn hope and was 
about to be disbanded. To the prin- 
cipalship of the literary department, 
the Rev. Dr. Dimm was unexpectedly 
called by the board of directors. 


The Rev. Dr. Dimm took the prop- 


erty at his own risk, without guar- 
antee of expense, and carried it on 
for twelve years. When the enroll- 
ment reached 150. the 
name was 


changed to Susquehanna University, 
many improvements were made and 
the school was free of debt. 


Gettysburg College gave him the 


degree of doctor of divinity and he 
was elected president of Susquehan- 
na. _ continuing there for six" years, 
until 1900. when his advanced age 
caused him to resign the presidency, 
but_ he retained the professorship of 
sociology 
and 
international law, 


teaching twenty-four years in all for 
the institution. For this he was voted 
an allowance by the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for Improvement in Teaching. 
This caused him to retire to Drivate 
life. 


During this period he found time 


to keep up his pastoral duties at the 
Shamokin Dam Church. Thus, fifty- 
six years of pastoral work, with 
iorty-five years of that time spent in 
college teaching, makes up the Rev. 
Dr. Dimrn's long career. He is still 
quite hearty.

GEN. WOOD GIVES HIS OPINION 


ON SUBJECT.

senior officer 01 the United States 
Array in an address to a small army 
of business and professional men re- 
ceiving 
military 
instruction 
from 


Regular Army officers, lately said: 


"I want to say to you men a few 


words regarding our method of rais- 
ing an army of defense and the fal- 
lacy of it." 


"The 
perfectly 
asinine statement 


has been made that we could raise 
i.ooo.ooo men between sunrise and 
sunset. This assembling of you men 
here at this camp is an answer to 
that sort of foolish talk, 


''There are rnan3- amiable old ladies 


I know as well as you do. who think 
that in coining to this camp you have 
responded to the 'call of the wild.' 
Personally, I hope that the fact you 
have given up your work and money 
to come here to be instructed means 
the beginning of the response of as 
many males as v. e have left in our 
land." 


"I hope," General Wood went on, 


"that when you gentlemen go away 
from her you will use your influence, 
as good American citizens, in con- 
trast to the ignorant masses, by 
whom you must not be influenced, 
and that you will do all in your pow- 
er to help obtain sane, good legisla- 
tion for theestablishing of an ade- 
quate armament. 


"The system of volunteers has al- 


ways been a failure. Washington 
warned us earnestly even in his day 
against depending upon volunteers 
for our national defense. 
It might 


have been well enough in Washing- 
ton's day to depend upon volunteers, 
when the ocean meant isolation for 
us: but noxv. when the ocean is only 
five days wide, ic is instead of a 
means of isolation a ready means of 
access. 


"This talk of volunteer arms is all 


foolishness. There is no such thing 
as an adequate volunteer service. 
Every citizen owes an obligatory ser- 
vice to his country. The trouble Is 
that this fact is not recognised as it 
should be. 


''The riisrric: in which we nzanu- 


racture our munitions of war and our 
gunpowder is all embraced in a small 
area on our eastern seaboaord. You 
can very readily imagine what a 
force or. say. 150.000 trained soldiers, 
once landed on our shores could do 
to us under the circumstances. 


"\ou know as well as I that if you 


stranglehold a man's throat it doesn't 
make much difference how much he 
kicks and hits out wildly at you. The 
nations we apprehend are prepared. 
The nations who are coming to us 
are ready.'* 


''We can take care_ of the little ones 


in pur go_d time, although we may be 
a little bit slow in getting to then-. 


"'Xow, returning to the question of 


armament, -we never met a quota of 
volunteers in the Spanish-American. 
Wa_r. Both the confederate and the 
United 
States -governments 
were 


;orced to resort to the draft system. 
in 1862, during April in the south arid 
August in the north. 


''The country we have most reason 


to dread is prepared to the minute. 
To-day _we ^cannot depend on the 
good will of unknown peoples who 
are coming to us from everywhere. 
As Thomas Jefferson recommended 
in a letter to Monroe, we must train 
and organize all of our male citizens 
and make military instruction com- 
pulsory in our colleges. Until we do, 
•we will not be 'safe. That is as true 
to-day as it was in Jefferson's. 
"\pu men here have done perfect 


wonders in two days, but to raise an 
army for our defense, we would re- 
quire _40.ooo officers to begin with. 
Therefore. 
3*ou must see how in 


training you_ we have made only a 
small beginning." 


General Wood 
followed this by 


saying that the United States shouid 
have 60.000 troops now for ''foreign 
garrisons.'" and from 160.000 to 170,- 
ooo mobile troops with the colors to 
"do police work" in the States pro- 
per. 


"There is nothing In God's world,** 


General Wood concluded, impressive- 
ly. "that takes the place of the train- 
ed soldier on his feet/'

With the approach of the open^sea- 


son for shooting wild fowl, the U. S- 
Department of Agriculture is warn- 
ing sportsrren that the Federal regu- 
lations as amended October i, 1014, 
•will be strictly enforced. Some mis- 
understanding has arisen from the 
fact that the various State laws do 
not always conform to the .Federal 
regulations. This is regarded as un- 
fortunate but in such cases the De- 
partment must insist upon the ob- 
servance of the Federal regulations. 


The Department will consider any 


recommendations submitted in good 
faith for amendment of the regula- 
tions, but -will hold no public hear- 
ings thereon, nor will it amend the 
regulations prior ro October 15. 1915. 
It is the purpose of the Department 
to conform the regulations to the 
•wishes of the majority of sportsmen 
so far as it can be done and at the 
same time give wild fowl the ueces- 
sary protection. 


Federal 
regulations 
divide 
ihe 


United States into TWO zones. Zone 
No. i, the breeding zone, includes the 
States of Oregon, Idaho. Colorado, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio. Pennsylvania, and New Jersey, 
and all States north of them. Zone 
No 2 the wintering zone, includes all 
States south of those named.

All farm buildings should be pro- 


vided with lightning rods, for buil4- 
ii>gs properly equipped are practj- 
cally' free from danger. 
Lightning 


rods consist of three parts—the'ter- 
minal points projecting into the air 
to collect the lightning, the main 
rods or conductors to carry it to the 
ground and the ground-plates to dis- 
charge it quietly into the earth. _ ; 


There should he several terminal 


points on the higher parts of the 
building, with conductors along the 
ridge, and at least four conductors 
leading to separate ground-plates. 
A cable of many small wires twisted 
into a cable makes a far better con- 
ductor than a solid rod of the same 
size. Copper and iron make the best 
conductors. 
A 
copper conductor 


should weigh about six ounces to the 
running foot, and one of iron at least 
two pounds. All connections of the 
conductors should be clean and well 
soldered. All fastenings should be 
secure. It is not necessary to insu- 
late the conductors from the build- 
ing; in fact all exterior metal work, 
such as tin roofs, eaves-spouts, etc., 
should be connected to the conduc- 
tors; small indoor pipes should be 
avoided. 


The ground 
connection of each 


conductor should be made by a metal 
ground plate at least three feet 
square, buried in damp earth, or bet- 
ter yet, in running water. All parts 
should- be rust-proof, especially the 
terminal points above the roof; these 
are 
generally 
nickel-plated. — Indi-

That the following amendment to the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and the 
same is hereby, proposed, in accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 
That section one of article eight, which 


reads as follows: 


"Section 3. Every male citizen twenty- 


one years of age, possessing the follow- 
ing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating- the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
"First. He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


"Second. He shall have resided in the 
State one year (or, having previously been 
a Qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding: the election. 


"Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately pre- 
ceding- the election. 
"Fourth.- If twepty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have.pald^withm 
two years a State or osunty tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election,'' be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 


of twenty-one years of age. possessing the 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject, however, 
to such lawe reo.uiring end regulating the 
registration of electors as the General As- 
sembly may enact: 
First. He or she shall have been a. citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second, lie or she shall have resided in 


the State one year (.or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he or she shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding the elec- 
tion. 
Third. He or she shall have resided in

Fourtn. If twenty-two years of age and 


upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or count} tax. which 
shell have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election.
